THE LATE AROHBISH Po 


M‘HALE., 

He following brief biography of 
Arshbishop M'Hala, whose death we 
rocedtly aunouacalia taken from Men 
of the Time:— me 

“M’ Hale, the Most Rev. John, D.D., 
Arohbishop of Taam, born in 1791, at 
Tubber-navine, Mayo, haying: ‘learned 
the rudimonts of Greek and Latin at o 
school in the neighbouring town cf 
Castlebar, entered as u atudent.at May- 
nooth, where he besamo Lecturer aud 
Professor of Dog:natic Thoolory. Hav- 
lug’ hold his protissorial chair for aboat 
oloven yoars ho wis nna l aratjator— 
Bishop of Killala cum jure sussssianis, 
and consecrated with the title of Bish pp ' 
of Maronin in partibus, Whilst resident 
ab Maynooth, he publishe!. andor tha 
signature of “ Hibrophilus,” a series of 


controversial letters on Bible Societies, |. 


the Protestant Church to [reland, and 
Catholic Emancipntion; and, in 1827, a, 
work-on the “ Evidences and Doctrines 
of the Catholic Church,” since translated 
into the French aud German languages, 
Dr. M‘Hale aftorwarda published, uuder 
his own signature as Bishop of Maronia 
asecond series of letters on the same 
class of subjects, which attracted great 
attention both among the friends and 
the foes of.Catholic Emancipation. On 
the death of Dr. Kelly, Dr. M'Hule 
was promoted to the archiepiscopal Sea 
of Tuam. Dopring Lord Molbourne’s 
‘Ministry, ho published several letters on 
tho'questions of the Uhurch Ustablish- 
ment and Education undor tho sienature 
of “ John, Archbishop of Taam,” and in 
1847 he collected in ono volume the 
entire sories of lettors up to that dato. 
Dr. M‘dale, who has taken an active 
part in the politics of the day, isknown 
as a preacher, notonly in Treland and 
England, but in Italy, and his sermons, 
delivered in Rome iu 1832, have been 
translated into Italian by the Abate do 
Lucena, Apostolic Nuncio at Vienna.
